Then there Us also the statement of Dr. Munro 
that the Impresston was mado 90 his mind that 
Mir, Carew om some occasion told him that he 
took arsenic. If you think that this previous 
administration or previous taking of arsealc by 
Mr. Carew was sufficleat to exempt Mrs. Carew 
from due vigilance, as a nurse at her husband's 
bedside, yor will come to the conclosfon that 
there was an absence of Intent to kill, But 
while { present there two considerations on the 
favourable side of the case, It is also my duty to 
put to you the facts that seem to point in an 
opposite directlan, the facts that seem to point 
to tatention on the part of Mrz, Carew.

sugar of lead to himself, and Ds, Divers has: 
explained to yoothat the fact of sugar, of lead’ 
having’ been “‘ddministered. concurrently with 
arscuic would be to stop the hemorrhage, the 
bleeding of the intestines, which arsenic tends 
to produce. There ls a fourth {odication. That 
isthe fect of ‘Mrs, Carew's reticence—silence, 
hercomplete silence—on the subject of arsentc to 
the deccased’s medical attendant during all those 
elght ‘days of his iliness and suffering. 
Gentlemen of the jory, you will now consider 
your verdict, = +.

AN OPEN VERDICT. 


The Coroner, in summing up the evidence 
given at the foqolry Into the clrcamsfances 
attending tha death of Mr, W. R. Carew, at 
Yokohama, reviewed the Important testimony of 
Dr. Divers and sald the evidence seems to 
negalive the supposiilon that the deceased 
administered the arsenic to himself elther inten. 
Uonally or uolntentionally, Then ithe did not 
admioister it himself, some other hand must 
have given him the poison, Whocan that have 
been? Natarally scspiclon will first fall upon 
the nurse, his'wife, Mrs, Carew, who was 
{n sole charge of his nursing, with hardly any 
assistance except the sending up occasionally of a 
drink of milk or beef tea by one of the servants, 
If it was not Mrs, Carew, tt may have been 
somo one outside-—and that introduces the men- 
tion ol Annie Luke, The caso which the able 
counsel for Mra, Carew‘has been endeavouring to 
makeont, I take to ba this: that-on of aboutthe 
roth October lasta woman named Annie Loke, 
|, with whom Mr. Carew bad previous relations 
{n England, or elsowhere, came to Yokohama, 
and in the course of Mr. Carews illness, 
durlog an foterval in which Mrs, Crvcw' wan 
Jnat ‘at ‘the bedside of her husbang, found 
entrance to the deceased and administered the: 
poison. If that ts not the implication, I fail to 
seo what the object of all this evidence os to 
Annlo Luke can be. Now, gentlemen, Annie 
Luke has been seen, according to the testtmony 
of Mey, Carew, onthe day of the Regatta, on the 
toth of October. Mrs, Carew swears that a 
woman, dressed in black and wearing 4 veil, 
called, desiring to see Mr, Carew, that finding 
he was not at home sha made an appointment 
for.4 30 that afternoon, and stated that if she 
did not call then she would come next morning, 
Shedid not keep that appointment, That Is 
the sola clear statement as to the appearance In 
the flesh of Annie Luke. No-doubt the: amak 
testified that on one occasfon during Mrs, 
Curew's absence from her husband's bedelde a 
woman called.and inquired after Mr, Carew aod 
asked where his bedroom was, Sho could give 
no particulars, as (t waadark, That may have 
been Annle Luke, or it may have been a nelgh- 
bour coming kindly to inquire. But what is 
clear la that Mrs, Carew mentioned a woman {n 
black on the roth, This woman, comes, I! not 
Into appearance, Into hearing, on the roth, and 
he disappears, as mysteriously as she appeared, 
on the 2th, after writlog a ‘couple of letters 
algned “ A.L."\—one to Mr, Lowder and ono to 
myself, The moat diligent search'to Gnd any 
evidence of her corporal ‘presence, where 
she has stayed or of her ‘ whereabouts 
durlag ‘ber twenty days’ stay in Yokohama, has 
been utterly ineffectual. Gentlemen, I take upon 
myself the responaibillty of saying that {n conal. 
dering your verdict you need not complicate your 
minds much by any consideralions as to tho 
share which Annie Luke may have taken 
In the tragedy.

Her own handwriting is in 
‘| evideoca to show you thaton the 17ih and on 
tho azat she likewise procured half ounce bottles 
from Schedel, of the Normal Dispensary, In 
ber first evidence she admite having given 
the arsenic to her husband scaled up in paper. 
She deules, of course, ever having administered 
arsenic to him asa medicine during bis Illness, 
It will be for you to consider the probabilities of 
thecave. In coming toa conclusion as to the 
causo of Mr. Carcw's death, as to how [t was be 
was polsoned by arsenic, you will consider these 
various theorfes--the theory of sufclde, inten. 
tlonal or by misadventure, and the theory of 
homicide by Annie Luke or by Mrs, Carew, It 
willbe your duty, gentlemen—I lay It down as 
a simple canon of sonnd reasoning upon this as 
upon'other subjectr—to choose tha hypothests, 
to form that conclusfon, which is at the 
same time the simplest of all acd which 
fully aecanats for all the known facts of tha case, 
Tho salient facts of the case J may recall briefly 
in applying that canon of reason, Mr, and Mrs, 
Carew were marsied sometime in 188—seven 
yearsago. They lived on nappy terms of con- 
Jugal affection till galte recently, when, by Mrs, 
Carew's admission, unpleasant discasslons arose 
on acestainipaint, That pofnt was money ms-- 
ters, In July faat—Dbot I had better perhaps read 
Mrs, Carew’s ovidence as supplying or assuming 
to sbpply what Mr. Lowder, her counsel, con- 
sidered was wanting, namely, an explicable 
motive.
